Governor Fort Threatens to 
Call Out Troops to Enforce 
the Liquor Law 



TOWN WANTS OPEN SUNDAY 



Grand Jury of Atlantic County 
Defies Court and Gov- 
ernor 



Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 27.— The 
action of Governor Fort in issuing a 
proclamation to the people of New Jer- 
sey, threatening to send troops Into 
this famous resort to enforce tho state 
liquor laws unless the people of At- 
lantic City obyervo the law, caused a 
sensation today among the residents, 
and tho thousands of summer visitors. 
Close on the heels of tho governor's 
proclamation, another sensation was 
sprung, at May's Landing-, the county 
seat of Atlantic county, when tho grand 
jury absolutely refused to obey the in- 
structions of the court to return in- 
dictments against excise law violators. 
Supremo Court Justice Thomas W. 
Trenchard, who had been requested by 
Governor Fort to act with the county 
judge, was so Incensed at the action of 
the grand jury that he instantly dis- 
charged it with a severe reprimand. 

What tho result of the proclamations 
.will bo remains to be seen, but it is 
freely predicted that it will bo muoh 
more difllcult to purchase liquor In the 
seaside resort next Sunday than on any 
other Sabbath in the history of the 
town, Assistant Attorrey General Gas- 
kin, who is here assisting County Pro- 
secutor Goldenberg in the excise cases, 
says tho governor can call out tho 
troops, although it is an unusual pro- 
ceeding. The governor's power to de- 
clare martial law, he says, cannot bo 
questioned. 

It is claimed by county officials and 
the hotel men that 95 per cent of the 
people of Atlantic City are in favor of 
an open Sunday. 

The controversy between the court 
and the grand jury -started a week ago. 
Prior to that the state excise commis- 
sion spent several days here Investigat- 
ing the excise question. At the hear- 
ings of the commission, Mayor Stoy, 
Prof. Johnson and others practically 
told the investigators that they would 
not enforco the excise law because the 
sentiment of tho people was against 
them. Tho evidence was so startling 
that it was laid before the governor, 
who requested Justice Trenchard to 
sit with Judge Higbco in Atlantic 
county and take charge of the matter. 

Tho grand jury was summoned last 
week and brought in indictments 
against two alleged gamblers and ad- 
journed until today without consider- 
ing any excise cases. When the grand 
jury came into tho court today, Justice 
Trenchard addressed the members as 
follows: "I understand that all cases 
have been presented to you. I sent for 
you in orflfT that the clerk may take 
the indictments." 

When asked by the clerk if the grand 
jury had any indictment to •'present, 
Jos. W. Salus, the foreman of tho jury, 
said that it had not this time, and 
would report that it had not considered 
all the cases presented. 

Justice Trenchard then said that the 
court would sit until Indictments were 
found in the excise cases, and the jury 
retired. The jurors returned late in 
the afternoon and presented t\\rty in- 
dictments, two against an alleged 
gambling house and one against a 
man who Is charged with selling ob- 
scene postal cards, Justico Trench- 
ard read the bills of indictment, and 
throwing them on his desk said; 

"I notice that you have not pre- 
sented indictments for Illegal sale of 
liquor on Sunday. The assistant 
attorney general of the state and' the 
prosecutor of the county have In- 
formed the court that they have placed 
before the jury evidence which justi- 
fies indictments in such cases. The 
court is forced to say that consider- 



ing the instructions of court, the state 
law and tho evidence presented, you 
grand jurorn havo failed in tho per- 
formance' of your duty and have 
violated your oaths to the state of 
Now Jersey. You are discharged for 
tho term." 

Foreman Salus took exception to 
tilt remarks of the court. He said: 
"Wo are willing to stand beforo God 
and say that we fool that wo havo 
performed our duty and havo not 
violated our oaths. We represent the 
will of tho people of Atlantic county. 
Wo feel that we are supremo, and 
without affront we feel that no per- 
son, however clothed with power or 
Office, has a right to rebuke us in this 
manner. We, us representatives of 
Atlantic county, representing $5,000,- 
000 worth of property, do not intend 
that the deliberation of this jury shall 
be made political capital. -Wo want 
nothing concealed- We want a spado 
called a spade. Wo grand jurors 
tried with all our might to have pre- 
sented beforo us gambling evidence, 
which the prosecutor of tho county 
caused to be published In newspapers, 
but wo did hot get It. At every turn 
we were throttled as grand jurors." 

It is expected that Prosecutor Cold- 
enhurg will make a statement tomor- 
row.

FRENCH TREATY 
MAY BE KILLED 

Strong Influences Work Against 
Its Ratification By the 
French Senate 

C0NCESS10NSARET00WIDE 



Advantages Offered to France 
Would Apply to Other 
Countries 



Ottawa, Aug. 27.— Strong influences 
are at work against tho ratification of 
the new Frunco-Canadian treaty of 
oommurce by the Preach senate, and 
It Is extremely doubtful undc;- circum- 
stances whether the treaty will pass 
into Jaw in Its present form. 

It has been stated that the arrange- 
ment has aroused the hostility of 
Prench agriculturists, ami moreover 
that the French exporters of silk, 
wines, embrolderioa, laces, etc., aro 
disappointed to learn that whatever 
advantages the rates- of tho Canadian 
minimum tariff afford to French com- 
merce will also ho extended to Switzer- 
land and all other countries of Europe 
with which Britain maintains favored 
nation treaties. 

In addition to those the now Franco- 
Canadian treaty is most distasteful 
to those who are endeavoring to ar- 
range a reciprocity treaty between 
Prance and the United States. The ar- 
rangement which Messrs. Fielding and 
Brodeur obtained in Paris embraced 
concessions which the French nego- 
tiators aro not proparod to give to the 
United States, and this ia being urged 
as a reason why the new treaty with 
Canada should either bo held over for 
the present or elf.o modified in such a 
way as to remove any cause of com- 
plaint on the part of the American 
government. 

Still another influenco adverse to 
ratification of tho Franco-Canadian 
treaty in its present form ia that or 
tho Compagnle Generale Trans-At- 
lantique, which lij engaged in steam- 
ship business between New York and 
French porta. 

The French senato does not meet 
again until October, so that it will be 
some little timo yet beforo tho fate 
of tho treaty is decided.

Marquet was brought up for court 
martial, but the court, in consideration 
of the good character of the youth, 
sontenced him to six days' imprison- 
ment, giving him the benefit of the 
first offense.

We expect to contost tho bankruptcy 
proceedings brought against us, and 
to take legal steps to protest vigor- 
ously against tho manner In which 
nut business was taken out of our 
hands on Tuesday and our facilities 
for fullllllng our contracts destroyed," 

The attorneys retained to roprcsent 
the petitioners in tho bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings stated tonight that their cli- 
ents hold claims ngalnst tho 'suspend- 
ed firm aggregating about $200,000,

PEOPLE DROWNED 
IN FLOODED CITY 



Augusta Reports. Give Death 
Roll as Possibly Reaching 
Fifteen / .; 



FAMILIES SAID TO BE LOST 



Enormous Loss of Property 
and Crops in Several of, 
the States 



Augusta, Ga., Aug. 27.— Floods be- 
gan receding this afternoon. They 
reached the height of forty feet, prob- 
ably as high as the flood of 18SS, which 
caused damage amounting to one mil- 
lion dollars. Rain has ceased in tho 
upper valley, and there is no danger 
of further losses. • ; -, V > 

The damage is approximately -$750,- 
000 to $1,000,000, and consists of dam- 
age to stodka of goods and private 
property, losses on the streets, destruc- 
tion of city bridges and one railroad 
brldgo across the Savannah river, and 
breaks in the canal banks. Those de- 
pendent on tho canal for power are 
eight large and small cotton mills. 
Thousands of mill operatives will be 
idle for several months. 

While the flood was at its height fivo 
fires broke out, adding to a night of 
terror. The McDanlel builders' ma- 
terial establishment in North Augusta, 
a train of forty curs belonging to the 
Southern railway In Hamburg Junc- 
tion, across the river; Nixon's lime, 
cement and hay warehouse, and a huge 
quantity of lumber belonging to tho 
Georgia railway at the Georgia railway 
yards, were burned. There were sev- 
eral -other smaller fires. The flames 
from tho burning structures illuminat- 
ed the skies and sent terror to tho 
hearts of tho people. 

The Augusta Railway & Electric 
company cannot run their cars for 
three days. No power plant Is in op- 
eration. The telephone lines are not 
doing business, and the railroads aro 
accepting no passengers. The water 
service Is crippled. The gas service 
is impaired, but the gas plant has not 
shut down. 

Loss of Life. 

There have been ten to fifteen 
drownings, mostly negro laborers. 
There will be much suffering, especi- 
ally in tho northwestern section of the 
city, from which the water will not re- 
cede for two or three days. The people 
In the manufacturing district will re- 
quire help. Tho flood expanse covers 
an immense territory, miles of water 
extending from the foot of the Caro- 
lina hills to tho' south in Georgia. 

The loss to farms, farm lands, crops 
and livestock' in tho valley is not in 
the estimates of losses. The bottom, 
cotton and swamp corn, an immense 
annual product, is ruined. Tonight is 
a night of tension. Reports of whole 
families being missing are being re- 
peated from mouth to mouth. 

Tho Chronicle (morning) got out its 
Thursday's edition in abbreviated 
form at 9 p.m. The Herald (after- 
noon) did not publish Wednesday or 
Thursday. 

^. In Virginia 

Norfolk, Va., Aug. 27. — Increased in- 
tensity today marked the stormy 
weather conditions which have pre- 
vailed here unabated since Sunday 
last, with a total rain fall to date of 
C'/4 inches. The continued storm has- 
not only paralyzed business and 
brought untold trouble to the railroads 
from the south, but has added In- 
creased losses to already severe dam- 
age sustained by farmers to their 
growing crops. - 

Carolina Losses 

Columbia, S.C., Aug. 27.— The river3 
throughout South Carolina continued 
to rise today as a result of Wednes- 
day's rain in the upper part of the 
state, and the added loss in private 
and public properties will run up into 
tho millions. The estimated loss in 
the neighborhood of Columbia alone 
ia more than $300,000. The railroads 
aro almost completely tied up. 

A conservative estimate of the dam- 
ago wrought by the floods in tho loss 
of public bridges throughout the state 
is $1,000,000. In soma counties, not a 
bridge of any Importance remain in- 
tact. 'Tho crops along the water- 
ways aro a total loss in nearlj' every 
section of tho state, and thousands of 
dollars' worth of cattle havo beep 
drowned. Tho loss to tho cotton crops 
is tho most Hovero in yearn, and thou- 
sands of acres will bo abandoned. 

Spartanburg, B.C., Aug. 27. — Tho 
damage in Spartanburg country from 
high water has fallen most heavily 
upon tho railroads, tho Southern and 
Charleston & Western, whoso line3 
ht.vo boon washed away, Tho bottom 
lands crops are completely wiped 
out, Tho loss In the country will 
reach $500,000.

That the premises compluined of are 
In a good sanitary condition and not a 
detriment to public health or a menace 
to the public safety, was the opinion 
expressed by Sanitary Inspector Xian- 
caster and Plumbing Inspector Shade 
concerning the David Spencer stable 
at the southwest corner of /Michigan 
and Parry streets, and that the only 
nuisance, it' any such exists, is caused 
by the smell from tho stable, the noise 
of the horses and the noise occasioned 
by the employees therein and their con- 
duct. 

This opinion was given 'at the in- 
quiry held by the city council last 
night as the result of tho numerous 
protests which have, for the past nine 
months been received from property 
owners residing in tho vicinity of the 
stable. The matter was first brought 
to thi! attention of the council by a 
petition from twenty-one property 
owners who in October last petitioned 
the council to take Immediate stops 
to abate what they deemed a nuisance 
occasioned by the building used by Mr. 
Spencer as 11 barn and which, It was 
claimed, was a positive nuisance, a, 
menace to health, and so constructed 
as to be unsanitary and unsuitable for 
use as a stable. 

Subsequently the council took the 
matter up witli the result that the 
owners of the building were given three 
months within which to put the place 
in proper condition and an extension 
of three months was granted to permit 
of the owners securing new premises. 
The place was, instead, renovated and 
drained and all steps possible taken 
to put it in a-s sanitary condition as 
possible, 

Many Complaints. 

Within tin; past month or two more 
complaints have been received from 
iiearby owners, particularly P. Arm- 
strong and A. K. Starr, both of whom 
strongly complained of the stench aris- 
ing from the stable, the noise of tho 
horses and the conduct of the stable 
employees. 

The buildings inspector and the san- 
itary inspector reported upon the 
building to the effect that eleven horses 
were kept therein, the premises had 
been sewered but the floor being of 
wood was bound to occasion a great 
deal of noise. The premises violated 
several of the city bylaws as to situa- 
tion, the number of horses kept there- 
in, etc., and that in the opinion' of the 
two ollicials might be a great annoy- 
ance to the people of the neighborhood 
especially to those residing next door. 

Upon the advice of the city solicitor, 
the council decided to hold an Inquiry 
as provided for by section G'J of the 
Municipal Clauses Act, and last night's 
meeting was tho outcome. All Inter- 
ested parties had been notified to be 
present and evidence submitted was 
taken under oath. D. Spencer, jr., with 
his solicitor, J. A. Aikman? appeared 
and tile following property owners re- 
siding in the neighborhood of tho 
stable: S. W. Edwards, P. Armstrong, 
W. Smith, A. Taylor, A. 13. Starr, T. 
Patterson and P. Cudlip. With the ex- 
ception of Aldermen Pauline and lia- 
ble, the council was present, as well 
as the sanitary and plumbing inspect- 
ors. 

Objections Raised, 

After the various communications 
were read and Mayor Hall was about 
to open the proceedings, Mr. Aiknian 
raised an objection to the proceedings 
011 the ground that according to the 
notice issued to his client and to the 
other Interested parties, It was shown 
that the council Intended to hold a 
hearing because Mr. Spencer's stable 
"is in a dirty and filthy condition, and 
contrary to the provisions of the build- 
ing bylaw." .Mr. Aiknian pointed out 
that under section 59 of the Act, under 
which the council intended to proceed, 
the Inquiry must be confined strictly 
to the question of whether the pre- 
mises were a menace to the public 
health and public safety. Under the 
notice the council evidently Intended to 
go further. The proper method for the 
council to pursue was to proceed under 
the sections of the various bylaws 
which the premises offended against by 
taking action In the police court. He 
wished to know Just how far the coun- 
cil Intended to go. 

City Solicitor Mann suggested that 
Mr. Aikman .should listen to the evi- 
dence and find out. 

After Mr. Aikman had registered his 
complaint the hearing was proceeded 
with, tho sanitary Inspector being the 
first witness to be sworn. He stated 
that he had examined the premises 
and Considered tho sanitary condition 
of the stable, as such, very good. The 
stable is right on the street, but more 
than, twenty feet from tho nearest 
house. The stable was about ten 
yeurs of age, but in good condition', 
with a wooden floor, properly drained. 
The sanitary Inspector explained how 
the premises were drained. Ho ad- 
mitted that there was a certain amount 
of odor, though not more than usual 
for such a stable. The floor wa: 
drained into a gully trap In the yard, 
ami it was hero that the rigs wore 
washed, the water and drainage being 
carried away into the sewer, lie sup- 
posed. 

The Public Nuisance. 

To Mr. Aiknian the sanitary inspect- 
or stated that he did not consider the 
premises dangerous to the public 
health or safety and that, apart from 
the noise from t lie horses and men, 
and the odor, there was 110 nuisance 

Plumbing Inspector Shade also c 
plained the system of drainage, the 
water being carried Into a surface 
drain, as the sewer on Parry street is 
too high to allow of the stable being 
drained therein, and the drainage from 
tile stable went Into the drain running 
from tlie wasli rack, the operation of 
washing the rigs adequately Hushing 
the drain. Ho could not see how the 
sanitary condition of the stable could 
be any worse than any other ordinary 
stable, as tho drainage was complete 
and there was all necessary water con- 
nection. The only Improvement would 
be a cement floor, but the present one 
was well laid and tarred. There was 
no more odor than there would he from 
any other well conducted stable, and 
the premises were not, In his opinion, 
a nuisance nor a menace to. the pub- 
lic health or safety. Plumbing In- 
spector Shade stated that Mr. Spencer 
had asked him to commit with Mr. 
Watklns, the architect, and devise a 
scheme of drainage, and tin- present 
system of drainage had been sanc- 
tioned by him (Mr. Shade), and was 
the best, he believed, that could be put 
In, considering the fact Hint It had 
been found impossible to connect with 
the sower. Ho had taken the matter 
up with the -city engineer nnd they had 
decided that the present system was 
the only possible one. <

Unbearable Stench. 

A. E. Starr, who resides across 
Michigan street from the stable, stat- 
ed that he had understood that the 
council bad already acted in response, 
to last year's petition, and that Mr. 
Spencer had been requested to seek 
new quarters. The stench, especially 
during the hot weather, had been suen 
that it was almost unbearable, and he 
was ashamed to ask friends to come to 
his house. There was no doubt Air. 
Spencer had done everything to make 
tho stable as sanitary as possible, but 
owing to tin; high sewer, proper drain- 
age is impossible. The ground under 
tlie stable in past years became. im- 
pregnated with the drainage, slid un- 
til a year ago was a veritable cess- 
pool. 

The presence of the stable', Mr, Starr 
maintained, tends . to depreciate the 
value of the' surrounding property, and 
the employees of the stable have been 
in the habit of using language any- 
thing but decent. A section of the 
health! by-law provided that stable 
refuse to tlie extent of more than two 
loads shall not be allowed to accumu- 
late, but recently it took a man nearly 
three days to cart away the' heap which 
iiad been deposited behind, the stable. 
Whether the stable was a' menuce to 
the public health he could not say, 
but one tiling was certain that the 
stencli was often simply unbearable. 
No particular amount ot sickness had 
been occasioned in bis household from 
the stench, but great discomfort had 
been experienced. 

Frank Armstrong, whose house Is 
sixteen feet from the stable, gave simi- 
lar evidence, claiming that the stable 
depreciated the value of his property, 
and that when the building had for- 
merly been used as a paint shop he 
had to pay higher insurance rales, and

ho declared that the man in charge of 
tlie stable was "the most objectionable 
party of any who had ever been there." 
Fought Shy of Trouble. 
S. W. Edwards was of the opinion 
that the council of last year should 
have taken hold of tho matter, hut 
apparently It had suffered from "cold 
•Toot." He was sure that if there was 
a stable alongside the Spencer store on 
Government street it would not be 
there long. It was easy for the sani 
tary and plumbing inspector to state 
thnt there- '.'/us no nuisance, but they 
did not have to live next door to the 
stable. The stench was 'worse than 
that of a slaughter house. 

F. Taylor was ready to admit that 
.Mr. Spencer had done everything pos- 
sible to make the stable sanitary, but 
he declared that the smell was there 
and was exceedingly disagreeable, 
while the value of surrounding prop- 
erty wus certainly depreciated in 
value. 

"Whs the stable there when you 
bought," Inquired Alderman Hall. " 

Mr. Taylor admitted that such was 
the case, whereupon Alderman Hall 
suggested that perhaps Mr. Tavlcr 
had taken advantage of the deprecia- 
tion and the latter admitted that ho 
lhad. 

Percy Cudlip. musfc* teacher, also 
complained of tlie noise which inter- 
ferred with his studies and lessons. 

"Don't some musicians sometimes 
make a noise," suggested Mr. Aik- 
man. 

This concluded the testimony, and 
Mr. Aikman pointed out that there 
was no necessity for his client to give 
any evidence until tho others had 
made out a case, which he did not 
think they had. He proceeded to, argue 
that the evidence of the sanitary in- 
spector and the plumbing Inspector 
snowed that no nuisance was com- 
mitted while that of tho adjoining 
owners showed' that If they had any 
redress It was by private action as 
there, wan nothing that could bo con- 
ftruod into a menace to public health 
or safety, when City Solicitor Mann 
interrupted. 

Solicitors at Odds 
"That may be your opinion, but 
your tone is quite too dictatorial." 

"It is dictatorial, and I have reason 
to lie so." declared Mr. Aikman. "1 
am surprised that you as city solicitor 
Have gone so far as to advice the 
council as you have." 

Air. Starr suggested that the evi- 
dence submitted should make it very 
easy for the city to proceed under 
some other section of the bylaws, and 
Alderman Henderson expressed Ills 
surprise that Mr. (Spencer, after 
promising to vacate the premises, had, 
instead, remained. 

Owing to the fact that Dr. Robert- 
son, city health officer, was not pres- 
ent at the Inquiry and could not be 
asked to testify as to whether the 
stench from tlie stable was a menace 
to the health of the neighborhood. It 
was decided to adjourn the Inquiry 
until Monday evening when he could 
give, his expert opinion on tills mat- 
ter. 

Another complaint taken up was 
that of L. Ayres, residing on Pav 
street, a tenant of H. Ross. The 
premises are lower than the sewer 
recently put in and us the old box- 
drain Into which tlie drainage form- 
erly was taken is broken and stopped 
UP the cellar of tlie house is In very 
bad • sanitary condition. Mr. Ayi'es 
had been Instructed to remedy the 
evil and the owner had nlso been 
notified, hut nothing had been done. 
Mayor Hall stated, In the absence of 
Mr. Ross, that tho latter had made 
arrangements to put the premises in 
proper condition, but the work would 
not.be donn for some time. In this 
case the opinion of Dr. Robertson will 
also be asked ami It' it is found that 
conditions are as bail as stated a 
peremptory order may he Issued or 
the house ordered vacated until need- 
ed repairs are made.

Where are little Helen Fletcher Jos- 
eph, daughter of Air. and Mrs. L. B.

Yesterday afternoon the children left 
their respective homes and merrily 
bidding their mothers good-bye, left for 
school. From that hour until early this 
morning not a hint of tho children's 
whereabouts was gained by tlie anxi- 
ous parents and despite the long search 
through the dark night, both by Mr. 
Sherbin, and friends, as well as by the 
police, the missing children were not 
located. The children both attended 
Miss Pottinger's room' at the Centra) 
school. They were playmates and often 
tlie one would visit the home of the 
other after school while It was a com- 
mon thing for them 10 pll'.y nboul: until 
time to return home at 6 o'clock. Last 
night, however, neither child returned 
to her home, but even then nothing 
was thought of it, the parents natural- 
ly thinking that their daughter 'was 
visiting at the home of the other child. 
As time wore on and It became nearly 
10 o'clock, Airs. Joseph became alarm- 
ed at the continued absence of her 
daughter.. She communicated with the 
Sherbin home only to find that the 
child was not there, and she had not 
been there during the day and Mr. and 
Airs. Sherbin were anxiously wonder- 
ing what hud become of their own 
child. The homes of several of their 
friends were visited but without re- 
sult. Nothing had been seen of the 
children. Finally driven almost to de- 
struction and convinced that something 
bad happened to keep the two from 
home, Mrs. Joseph communicated with 
tho police seeking the aid of the au- 
thorities in the search for the two lit- 
tle girls. At 10 o'clock the police were 
notified but hour after hour dragged 
along bringing no news of the missing 
ones and no relief to the distracted 
parents. 

Helen Joseph, when she left her 
home yesterday at noon was wearing 
a pink checked dress over which was 
a white apron such as is usually worn 
by children of that age, and black 
stockings and shoes. She wore no hat. 
Fair, with blue eyes and a mass of 
brown hair hanging in two braids 
bound with brown ribbon the girl pre- 
sented a pretty picture Which would 
attract the attention of any who passed 
her by. Elsie Sherbin was attired In 
a dark gray dress, with white apron, 
11 straw hat but she wore no coat. She 
Is also fair and stout for a child of 
her age. 

Very often on their rambles the two 
children had been accompanied by 
Helen Joseph's white dog, of a nonde- 
script breed, and the fact that the ani- 
mal was not seen about the Joseph 
home after Helen left for school, leads 
Airs. Joseph to suppose that probably 
the dog. followed tho children. 

All night long the lights burned In 
the two homes, the parents refusing 
to retire ever Waiting for some news' 
from the hjlsslng ones. At Jin early 
hour this morning Mrs. Joseph stated 
that the last time she had seen her 
child was when the girl bade her good 
by at 12.30 as she left for school. Helen, 
though but ten years of age, Is a very 
bright child, was well acquainted with 
tlie city and on many previous occa- 
sions has been away from home for 
the afternoon but she had never re- 
mained out after dark unless with tlie 
consent of her parents and then they 
ilways knew where she was. 

When the girl did not return last 
night and time passed Airs. Joseph 
grew anxious and finally unable to rest 
she went to the Sherbin home on Fa 
field road. There she discovered that 
Elsie Sherbin was also missing and as 
the two children hail Doeu fast friends 
she naturally concluded that the two 
were together and that something must 
have happened to account for their 
failure to return home. 

Airs. Joseph was greatly distressed 
about tlie absence of the children and 
as tlie night wore 011 became convinced 
that some accident or misadventure 
had befallen them. The continued ef- 
forts or friends to locate the missing 
girls brought forth no results arid the 
thought that possibly the two children 
had fallen into the hands of evilly dis- 
posed persons almost drove the par- 
ents to distraction.

Yesterday the search after the two 
murderous hold-up men who, on, Tues- 
duy night at Midway, shot and killed 
Charles Tliornot, hotel proprietor, in 
an effort to rob the premises, was ta- 
ken up in earnest by Chief Constable 
Davitt, of Nelson.

It is believed that the murderers, 
after shooting Thomet secured horses 
and thus made their escape, towards 
the boundary which Is but a short dis- 
tance from the scene of the crime. 
Circulars offering a reward o£ $1,000 
for information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of the two bandits has 
been offered by the provincial police 
authorities, and the description of the 
pair has been wired broadcast. 

One of the robbers was a man of 
about 5 feet 11 inches in height;

The other fugitive was a short 
man, about 5 feet 5 Inches in height 
and weighed about 140 pounds. He 
had a grey moustache, was about 40 
years of age and was wearing a dark 
coat, blue overalls and a dark cap.

PARTY NAMES. 

Tho London Standard i-eccntlj di- 
rected attention to tho fact that tho 
terms Conservative and Liberal d tl nut 
mean; the s'ttme In tho United King- 
dom ;i.s in Canada, a fact that l» often 
lost sight of. English Liberals stand 
lor free trade; Canadian Liberals do 
hot. English Conservatives stand far 
a state church and ecclesiastical con- 
trol of education-, Canadian Conserva- 
tives do not. English Liberals .stand' 
for what are called "parochial" Issues 
by their opponents: Canadian politi- 
cians of Jjotb parties confine their at-, 
teittion to this class of subjects. Eng- 
lish Liberals, generally speaking, favor 
a large measure of home rule for Ire - 
land and the Conservatives oppose it; 
but we are not divided politically In 
tills country upon that question. And 
so we might so on to show that party 
harries as they are employed In the 
.Mother Country have no application 
here. It Is even said that the attitudo 
of the Conservatives in England on the 
tariff is more akin to that of the Can- 
adian Liberals than to that of the Can- 
adian Conservatives. To a certain de- 
gree the term Conservative applies to 
the party in the United Kingdom which 
bears it, for that party Is in a general 
way desirous of conserving things as 
they now are, In this country the 
Conservative party is at least as favor- 
able to reforms . and the development 
■ of our institutions along democratic 
lines as tho Liberal party. "While we 
have yet a few Conservatives, who de- 
scribe themselves as Tories,, ami are 
assignable to that class, there are 
quite as many Liberals who may be 
placed in the same category. The Con- 
servative party may bo the successor 
of the old Tory party of the early Vic- 
torian era in Canada, but it is not the 
heir of ils traditions as applied to the 
progressive development of ttie country 
ami its institutions along- popular lines. 
Hence the possibility of names mean-, 
lug more in Canadian politics than they 
should. When a man in this country 
says that he has always -heen a Lib- 
eral or Conservative, as the case may 
be, he usually does not mean very 
much more than that he has always 
acted in sympathy with tho particular 
political party, whose, name -ho has 
adopted as his own. In a minority of 
eases ho means that the policy of his 
particular party has as a general pro- 
position commended itself to him. 
There is an Increasingly large clement 
in the electorate, which does not clas- 
sify itself, but is ready to support or 
oppose political parties, as its judg- 
ment dictates. This in the element that 
carries elections, for the confirmed 
party men are pretty nearly balanced 
in point of numbers. 

This unplaced clement has the dcei- 
hlon of the coming election in its hands, 
and therefore to a very large degree 
the future of the Dominion. It is in- 
telligible that the contirmed Liberal 
should decline to vote for Conserva- 
tive candidates, no matter what may 
have been proved against his party in 
tlie way of maladministration. Dur- 
ing the coming campaign the Liberal 
speakers and the Liberal press will 
make light of such matters, They will 
either deny that wrong-doing lias been 
established, or they will excuse it by 
saying thai such tilings are unavoida- 
ble. Keen tho strong partisan must 
feel able to satisfy bis mind on .such 
points, although if may doubtless take 
very little to satisfy him. But the 
great mass of tin; electorate ought to 
bevvaro how they arc misled by tho 
assurances of those who speak for tin; 
nu ll who are charged with wrong-do- 
ing or, if not actual personal wrong, 
with a disregard of their duty which 
has rendered grave wrong possible; If 
we cyuld get extreme partisans on both 
sides out of the way, and place betore 
tho independent element of the elector- 
ate the bare, unvarnished tale or mal- 
administration disclosed by parliamen- 
tary investigations, is there any man, 
who will say that the result would not 
be a condemnation of tho methods pur- 
stud by the government? And this is 
the Is-ute, or at least one of the issues, 
of the coming campaign. Dismiss from 
consideration all question of the per- 
sonal honesty of the members of the 
mililotry, Take it as established they 
are all personally honest men. This 
docs not dispose of the charges of irils- 
gOV.ernment: _\ man may personally 
bo absolutely honest, hut lie may so 
conduct affairs that dishonesty will 
mark bin administration. It seems to 
us that when It has been established 
tlirit the administration of affairs liar, 
been reclclcKS. extravagant and charac- 
terized by grave errors, It i-i no answer 
to say that charges of corruption or 
dishonesty htl-Ve not been brought borne 
to ministers. This Is an age of minis- 
terial responsibility, ich in Its last 
extension means that the ministers are 



responsible to the people for tl'° "lan- 
ner in which the details of aaiii ,n!s tr,a* 
tlon have bcon carried on. Jf w ron£ 
has been proved, a minister iW not 
properly plead that it was tU° w >'on0 
of a subordinate, for the p e op lc have 
nothing to do with tlie suboi' ul,, a.teS- 
They look to the minister. 

Hence it follows that while iiomliVaily 
the coming campaign will be 0110 be 
tvveeii Conservatives and l_ib cl ' al -'5, I 1 
is in point of fact something \'cry { \\(- 
fererit. It will be a campaign fo r better 
government, and tlie result will depqnd 
upon the action. of those voters *' lu> ai* 
not ami do not regard themselves as 
under any obligation to v t e tQ r n 
name.

If tlie death w as violent Or un- 
natural it seems as if the oo ro ,ier 
improperly exercised his discretion. 
We are very strongly of tH° °piiii°n 
that iq the interests of every one, 
every death by accident uS^t to be 
the subject of an inquest. It Is bet- 
ter to err on the side of pupUc sa fety 
than iq the other dirc-ctio,,.

A very Promin- 
ent business man in Victoria was 
once asked to give a res.p |].sibl u posi- 
tion to a young man, and tl10 person 
making the request said "'at he 
thought H only right to ^v th a t the 
young man had failed in bis last busi- 
ness venture. The buaiheflS' "lan re- 
plied: "lie must have trl e0, to do 
something, or he never c euld have! 
failed, i like men who try to 
things." Out in tlie West vv c measure 
men more by their efforts tl laI1 by 
their successes, and when you Como to 
think of it you will realise th at this 
ought to be so in a new country. In 
a lami of uncertain and constantly 
changing condition^ tew men t\ Vl , „h\e 
to chart out accurately theh' business 
careers. There are many n:,t -lcH and 
shoals that have not heon Iu,t l down. 
The need of a new country effort. 
This Is one of the.' thlh'gg that m nke.v 
tin- West, attractive. B u t Just here 
let us mention soinethhiR tliat | s ften 
forgotten by tho.s who s co ,c fortune 
in the West.

most of us have to work hard. We 
believe, if the truth could be learned, 
It would bo found that Western men 
work harder than Eastern men. 

Now this brings us to the point wo 
wish to make. Much ns we want tho 
wise young men from the East to 
como out here and grow up with tho 
country, we believe that many of them 
would do just as well If they remained 
at home. If our reading and observa- 
tions have not misled us, there Is no 
shortage of opportunities in the East. 
Tho speculative opportunities there 
may be fewer and of less promise than 
those here, but it ought not to be for- 
gotten that only a small minority of 
those, Who como West, profit by spec- 
ulative Opportunities. Most of them 
earn their living by hard work. We 
would like to see the AVcst filled up 
by the men of the East in preference 
to any others, but we. would be equal- 
ly pleased to hear that thoso who stay 
in the East are devoting themselves to 
the full utilization of tlie really great 
natural advantages oTfered by that 
part of tlie Dominion. To ensure this 
It is necessary for tlie -people of the 
East to cultivate greater hopefulness 
and -a larger outlook, to appreciate 
effort at its true value and treat suc- 
cess chiefly as a happy accident, as it 
very often is.

PROVINCIALISM. 

There are many people who will sym 
pathize with the following observation 
taken from tlie Canadian Courier: 

Strange Indeed is the manner til 
which provincialism retains its hold 
over the professions. Eacli province 
must have its own school books and 
little progress is being made toward 
a national set of readers for public 
schools. Tlie press associations of the 
country are, all provincial organiza- 
tions and though a national press coun- 
cial lias been discussed many times, 
every attempt to form one has; -been a 
failure. The medical men have been 
working toward a uniform system of 
examination and license, but so far 
have been unsuccessful. At recent 
meetings of Western medical associa- 
tions the subject bus been discussed 
and tlie three prairie provinces are 
pretty well agreed upon reciprocity, 
but British Columbia is standing on 
its dignity. ' 

It is quite likely that our sectional- 
ism is not more noticeable than it is 
in the United States, where there nre 
broad differences of opinion and vari- 
ous state groupings: or in Great Brit- 
ain, where English opinion on many 
subjects is quite different from the 
general opinion of Wales, Scotland, or 
Ireland; or in Germany, where Prus- 
sian opinion may be quite obnoxious 
to the other states of the federation. 
Nevertheless the growth of national 
standards and national modes of pro- 
cedure is much to be desired. A na- 
tional press association would bo a 
strong influence in favor of a better 
understanding anil greater co-opera- 
tion among the provinces, A national 
set of school books would do much to 
unify national thought and sentiment. 
A national medical registration would 
also be economical and highly conveni- 
ent. - 

Provincialism is especially undesir- 
able in a country which has a popula- 
tion of only seven million people, scat- 
tered over a 3,r>00-mlle strip of terri- 
tory. If the country were more com- 
pact and tlie population more closely 
packed together, sectionalism would be 
less dangerous. Schisms could not so 
greatly endanger national sentiment 
and national unity of action. It Is this 
geographical characteristic which in- 
creases the danger in this country. 

Referring specially to the medical 
profession, it seems only reasonable to 
think that a man qualified to practice 
medicine In Toronto ought to'be quali- 
fied to practice it In Victoria. If he 
Is not, there must be something radi- 
cally wrong in the course of instruc- 
tion Imparted in medical colleges 
whose degrees are recognized In On- 
tario. It is understandable that It 
might be thought advisable In the legal 
profession to require an applicant for 
admission to tlie bar here to pass an 
examination in statutory law, even 
though he may be a barrister in good 
standing in another province. Tlie 
necessity of this is not very apparent, 
seeing that the statutes are printed in 
the books for every one to read, and 
no one pretends to have them all off 
jy heart. But there can hardly be 
my difference of this nature in the 
practice of medicine. Tlie human 
body in British Columbia is no wise 
different from what it is in Quebec. 
Willie desirous that the standard in 
ill the learned professions should be 
maintained on the highest plane, we 
think' It ought to be possible to reach 
a common ground, so that a practi- 
tioner in good standing in one province 
would have the freedom to practice in 
all the provinces without the necessity 
of passing an examination. 



It has been suggested that Victoria 
should make a bid for tlie tourist 
traffic which annually flows from, the 
eastern portions of tho continent of 
America to California and thcHawalin 
Islands. It Is a sensible one. We 
have climatic and scenic attractions 
here in the north which would effec- 
tually appeal to travelers, were they 
properly made known. 

Col. Gibson Is to bo the new lieu- 
tenant-governor of Ontario. Col. 
Gltison was entitled to the prefix of 
"honorable" when he held a place in 
the Ross cabinet, but now that he 
goes up many steps higher in the 
Table of Precedence, ho becomes plain 
"Col." or "Mr." as be may prefer. 
Isn't Canada about big enough to de- 
termine for herself by what lilies her 
public servants shall be called? 



Everyone will sympathise with tlie 
aspirations of the Chinese residents of 
the city to school their children in a 
proper manner. We are sure there are 
few Victorians who would wish lo do 
such injustice to any section of the 
population which might result In ren- 
dering this Impossible of accomplish- 
ment. British fair play Is still a de- 
termining factor in the morals of the 
people ot British Columbia. 



We have a letter from a lady In

Sir John Rhys, tho principal of 
Jesus College, Oxford, who has been 
appointed chairman of tho Royal Com- 
mission on Ancient Monuments in 
Wales, lias already had a wide and 
varied experience as a commissioner.

The sentiment of tho overwhelming 
majority of the people of the United 
States at the present tlmo was well 
voiced by Vice-President Fairbanks at 
the Quebec celebration, when ho do- 
clared that public duty and private in- 
clination alike demanded of him that 
lie do everything in his power to 
strengthen the feeling of amity and 
concord now existing between the Do- 
minion and her neigUbur. No one now 
speaks of war between the kindred 
peoples of this continent; between, tho 
United States and Groat Britain there 
Is a sentiment of friendship more 
binding than the entente cordlale, und 
In New Zealand a United States battle- 
ship fleet lias been given a welcome 
second only to that which would be ac- 
corded one flying the ensign of the Em- 
pire. Other changes have taken place 
which are. In their place, as important 
as the Improved feeling between the 
various sections of the English-speak- 
ing race. Ireland, as a result of a series 
of wise measures of statesmanship, is 
ho longer In a state of chronic sedi- 
tion, and in Great Britain itself a re- 
form o£ government has taken placo 
under Which democracy is In even moro 
complete control than In tho United 
States. In view of tho improvement 
that hai occurred in Anglo-American 
relations, Is it too much to hope that 
such an improvement will ero long 
lake place in tho relations between 
Germany and Great Britain as will re- 
sult In changing a condition of armed 
(rube Into one of mutual trust and re- 
spect? May we not, indood, hope for 
tho time when European frontiers will 
lie as free of fortifications as tho 
5,000 mile line dividing Canada and tho 
' United States H now? .

If the Sultan of Turkey :ever looks 
an English newspaper he will, says 
the Dally Chronicle, doubtless be 
greatly shocked to see the way in 
which his name Is mangled. He might 
perhaps forgive the mild mistake of 
printing it fAbdul" Hamld, but it has 
beconi the general habit to dub the 
Commander of the Faithful simply 
"Abdul" — only that and nothing more. 
Sometimes it ls "Abdul the Artful." 
"Abdul the Wary, or even "Abdul the 

D d." The proper way to write the 

name is "Abd-ul-Hamid," or, as some 
would translate it, "Abdu-'l-Hamld." 
This means "Servant (or Slave) of tho 
Praised One (i.e., God or Allah)." 
The "ul" or "1" merely represents the 
Arabic definite article, which in writ- 
ing i3 always joined to the following 
word. "Abd" is a very common first 
name with Mahometans, as in Abd-ul- 
Kadlr, Abd-ul-Latlf, Abd-ul-AzL., etc. 
It will therefore be seen that "Abdul," 
with or without the Humid, makes 
nonsense, but the curious thing is that 
no one seems to notice It. The Sultan 
is our one and only Abd-ul-somethlng, 
and tho name is so familiar that we 
uniformly lop off the last portion with- 
out giving any heed to the moaning 
of tho remainder. On this principle 
George du Maurier might be called 
"Gecrgedu" for short, and even our 
familiar friend T. P. O'Connor would 
apparently lose his nationality and 
his identity under the Italian -looking 
disguise of "Thomaso." 

Joachimsthal, near Carlsbad, where 
radium baths are to be established 
next year, is already historic as the 
birthplace of tho original dollar. Tills 
was the silver guldeigroschen, coined 
in 1B19 by order of Count Schlick from 
the metal of a recently-opened mine 
and, says tho Dally Chronicle, it bc- 
camo known as the .Toachimstha'ler or 
"thaler" alone for short. Before 1600 
tho nimble English language had al- 
ready made "dollar" of this. There- 
after this name was loosely used of all 
manner of coins, varying in value from 
threo to five shillings, and belonging 
to all manner of countries, from Swed- 
en to Japan. It was from tho pre- 
valence of the Spanish "dollar" in tho 
British American colonies at the time 
of their revolt that the modern al- 
mighty dollar was derived, while in our 
own country very modern slang has 
given the name to the crown-pioce. 

Before tho days of cheques barristers' 
fees were paid in coin, and tho fee- 
bowl was a necessary part, of a cham- 
ber's equipment.

• The Daily News says: — Tories of 
tlie extreme tariff reform type are 
turning their eyes in tho direction of 
Home Rule with the hope no doubt of 
enlisting Irish support in the House 
of Commons after the next general 
election should they be returned by a 
small majority. The Morning Post on 
Saturday had a very interesting artlclo 
on the latest development of tho Irish 
question— -vix., tho formation • of the 
Irish Imperial Home Rule Association. 
The use.- of the blessed word "Imperial" 
In the title of tlie organisation snakuo 
It more palatable to Unionists, Judg- 
ing by the friendly tono of the Morn- 
ing Post, which says that "an active 
association of Irish federalists might 
succeed in effecting a constitutional 
change whicli might conduce at once 
to tfte greater solidarity of, tho Unitod 
Kingdom." But on examination we 
find that this Imperial Home Rule is 
rierely a new name for Gladstonlan 
or Parnelllte Home Rule. It ls precise- 
ly the kind of Home Rule provided for 
In tiio bill of 1893 to which the House 
■of Commons gave its sanction. This 
cynical abandonment of its Unionism 
by the Morning Post Is of course mere- 
ly Intended as a prelude to protection. 
"Assuming tariff reform," the Morning 
Post says, "the moderate majority In 
Ireland would doubtless be satisfied 
with liberty to foster local industries 
by direct subsidies as is done by pro- 
vincial governments." If Ireland is of- 
fered Home Rule labelled "Imperial" 
Rule plus tho right to protect its own 
Industries, added to general tax on the 
corn and meat to foster Irish agri- 
culture, the Nationalists may prefer it 
to the Homo Rule from tile Liberals 
without a tall. The volte face of Mr. 
Chamberlain's organ is entirely shame- 
less, and marks a severe decline from 
the traditional honor of British politics, 

Great Britain and Russia, says the 
Daily Telgraph, have taken tho stop 
regarding Turkey and Macedonia that 
was expected of them. They have of- 
ficially notified tho Powers that they 
have temporarily suspended their pro- 
posals for restoring order in Macedonia. 
Tlie British proposal for the formation 
of a mobile force which should hunt 
down tho rlvnl bands that havo dis- 
turbed tlie peace is thereby set aside 
Russia agreed to it In principle, and 
tho scheme would' have received the 
sanction of the other great Powers. 
Now it is temporarily withdrawn, and 
not a voice will bo raised in protest. 
Everyone, on the contrary, who knows 
the difficulties attending such a project, 
tlie suspicions it would have excited, 
and the dangerous astivltles it would 
havo aroused, will be gratified. If 
Turkey — a reformed Turkey — can her 
self settle tho Macedonian question In 
a satisfactory way, there ls not a 
single Chancellor who will not bo re- 
lieved. To allow no foreign interfer- 
ence — that was tho old British policy 
of half a century ago. The Turk never 
had a moro golden opportunity of 
showing that his race is capable of be- 
coming what it has never yet been 
despite its five centuries of domination 
at Constantinople — a European Power 
fit to belong to the comity of tho 
European nations. 

The Morning Post Dublin corres- 
pondent writes: — People who aro 
disposed to doubt tho authenticity of 
the stories of boycotting dn Ireland 
Which appear in the papers from tlmo 
to time could not do better than pay 
a visit to Staholmog, in County Meath, 
during tho present week. The result 
of their investigation will prove that 
the pictures of the rigours of boy- 
cotting have not been over-drawn. 
Yesterday (Saturday) I visited tho 
lands of Major Dyas at Staholmog, 
where under tho protection of twenty- 
five or thirty police, In charge of a 
district inspector, half a dozen men 
of the Property Defence Association 
are trying to cut and savo a hundred 
and twenty acres of meadow. Stahol- 
mog Is situated in what is tho richest 
portion of the rich County of Meath, 
about six miles from the nearest town 
of Kells and about twelve miles from 
Navan. In cycling from Navan, one 
is struck by the great fertility of the 
country, the neatness of farm houses, 
and the comfort and tidiness of the 
cottages of tho laboring classes. Tho 
courtesy of all and their willingness 
to direct the Inquirer to tho best way 
to Staholmog were also notable, not- 
withstanding that a stranger's inquiry 
for that place might naturally be re- 
garded with a certain amount of sus- 
picion. Under all the veneer of 
affability must lie disregard for law 
and determination to drive to exter- 
mination the owners of tho grazing 
tracts which abound. It would bo 
impossible otherwise to explain tho 
extraordinary situation one finds In 
reaching the lands of Major Dyas at 
Staholmog. All around the fertile 
meadows of adjoining farms have been 
cut, and in most cases the hay safely 
loaded In tho stackyard. But Major 
Dyas' meadows are uncut, over-ripe, 
and deteriorating, and are so heavy 
in many parts that the grass is lying 
"lodged" as it is called and in places 
rotting. The circumstances which led 
to this situation -may be briefly out- 
lined. Tho agitation for tho break- 
ing up of grazing lands has been 
carried on in County Meath, and It 
appears that Major Dyas' holding had 
been specially marked as prey. He 
put on store cattle to fatten In the 
usual way, but these were driven off 
at night. Claims for damage for 
malicious injury were successfully 
made, but the Idea of continuing to 
graze the lands had to bo abandoned. 
The fertility of the lands Is shown 
by tho fact that when tho cattle weru 
Withdrawn the grass grew into heavv 
meadow. Major Dyas made an effort 
to auction this, but a large number 
of people assembled, and probable 
purchasers were intimidated from bid- 
ding.

In these circumstances recourse was 
had to tho Irish Property Defence, 
Association, which promptly arranged 
to send men and machinery to reap 
the meadows. A protecting escort of 
police was sent from the Depot in 
Dublin with all the requisites for 
camping out. Since Tuesday the 
police have been living under canvas 
on the farm. All the time a couplo 
of constables, fully armed, patrol the 
fields In which the men are working, 
while others are stationed at various 
points approaching the property. 
Harvesting In this way presonts diffi- 
culties which do not occur under 
norm.it circumstances. For Instance, 
horses, and machinery have to he 
brought from Dublin. This takes time 
more especially as -It Is necessary that 
police escorts should bo present on 
the latter portion of the Journey. !

Victoria, Li. C, August, 1U08. 
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"1 came to this clear old pleasant city 
of Victoria in the early duys," observed 
Godfrey Brown at the Empress 'last 
evening. "1 first canto here In tho year 
of lxtio, when I was connected with the 
I then prominent firm of shipping mer- 
1 chants of Janlon, Green & Knodes, the 
resident partner being. Henry Rhodes, 
one of whose sons Is at the present 
time with Brackman-ICer Milling Co. 
W'e were the agents of a line of vessels 
which plied between Liverpool and 
this port, and did a large business. 
Anil during these years we built, in 
18U-, a large stone Warehouse, which, 
by the way, Is still standing near the 
13. & N. station. 1 was down to see it 
today while 1 was renewing: my ac- 
quaintance with tho more ancient land- 
marks of the town. 

"Uf course, since those days, Vic- 
toria has greatly changed, and I must 
admit- that- it is in many respects vast- 
ly improved. There is this hotel, for 
Instance, which had no rival, I can as- 
sure you, In that period, and particu- 
larly In 18G0. I came to Victoria from 
New' York via the' Isthmus of Panama 
and Honolulu, and remained until ISGD, 
when I went down to Portland, Ore., 
and - established a business house to 
represent the interests of the first line 
of sailing vessels which was placed 
on the route between Liverpool and 
tho Columbia river. I stayed in Port- 
land for three years, and have been, 
off and on, traveling to and fro in the 
.world, nearly ever since. But I went 
from that city directly to Honolulu, 
where I eventually entered politics, be- 
coming in course or time minister of 
foreign affairs and minister of finance, 
under the monarchy, when Koala- 
Kuana was king. This royal name 
signifies "the day of battle," and was 
given to him because ho happened to 
be born upon the anniversary of some 
ancient tribal struggle. I have resided 
in Honolulu and enjoying its wonder 
fully equable climate since lS7b, and 1 
am now on my way to London. Eng- 
land, and to Europe, and expect t 
winter in Egypt. I have been In Eu 
rope, Asia, Africa and pretty we'll over 
America, having traveled from Capo 
Horn to Alaska. 

The Hawaiiar Islands. 
"The Hawaiian islands are at the 
present moment in an extremely pros- 
perous condition, and this Is wholly 
due to the tremendous crop of cane 
sugar which wo have harvested dur- 
ing this season, combined with the 
very high price which it is easily com- 
manding today In the American mar- 
ket.

It 
does not pay to grow more than onn 
extra crop, although in former times 
and in other islands I have known 
it to be done. 

"When 1 was in Tahiti, a man who 
owned a small sugar plantation and 
who had been there for twelve years, 
said lie had yet to make his ilrst 
planting, all bis crops having been 
secured from ratobn growths. 

"The length of time that is required 
for the maturing of tho crop depends 
upon the altitude. In the low altitude 
of Ewa the cane matures in fifteen 
months and the rattoon crop in about 
eleven months more. 

"Our lands are not only very rich, 
but we have the second prime addi- 
tional requisite for success, tin abun-

extension of its growth, has now for 
some years been increasing annually, 
but I think that it lias reached its 
maximum; as nearly all the available 
land upon which we can get water 
is at the present time under cultiva- 
tion. And while our crop is 500,000 
tons this year, the -100,000 tons of 
last year was the largest yield ever 
known upon the islands, but as I have 
already intimated, I believe that we 
now practically reached our limit of 
sugar production. 

Few Chinese 
"Very few Chinamen are now upon 
tho Islands, their total number not 
exceeding 20.000; but on' the other 
hand we have 70,000 Japanese, I do 
nto know that the Japanese are better 
workers than the Chinamen, but they 
are their superiors in many ways, 
being more alert and much more in- 
telligent. 1 may say 1 have been In 
both Sydney and In Melbourne. The 
latter Is certainly a much finer city 
than San Francisco. These cities, 
however, have much in common. They 
are practically of the same ago, anil 
owe their origin to the same cause — 
the one being due to the discovery of 
gold in California in P34S-U, and the 
other to the discovery of gold in Aus- 
tralia in the early tifties. While both 
were completely destroyed by lire in 
1S53. 

"I at one time went up to Yale, the 
head of steam navigation on the •Fra- 
ser river, and I well remember (lie 
construction of the Cariboo road. A 
brother of Mr. Joseph Trutch, who af- 
terwards became tho Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of this Province, and Sir Joseph 
Trutch, was one of the principal eon- 
tractors and the latter as engineer and 
partner assisted his brother in the 
building of a good deal of this great 
and very expensive highway to Wil- 
liams creek and Cariboo. There was 
very little excitement here in those 
rather palmy days, except when the 
Han Francisco boat came into the har- 
bor with a thousand or 1,000 passen- 
gers, -who at once rirshed upon shore, 
expecting to pick up lumps of gold 
upon Victoria's streets, I remember 
very well Amor de Cosmos, a very fa- 
miliar figure upon our streets in those 
days,' who at one time spoke for 26 
hours at the end of a session, in order 
to prevent the passage of a certain 
bill, while although he succeeded in ex- 
tinguishing this measure, he nearly ex- 
tinguished himself us well, and . then 
among tho old timers whom 1 lincl to 
be still alive and nourishing are: John 
Moore, of Sookc, C; ! Ki Redfern, and 
Wm. Wilson. And then there is my 
cousin, Chas. W. Phodes. 

"I used to do a good deal in amateur 
theatricals. Wo gave plays once a 
month during the winter season in the 
old Theatre Boyal, a log building which 
stood upon Government street, where 
the old Colonist building xiow stands. 
It was plastered Inside, and was reully 
a very nice little theatre, And I par- 
ticularly remember playing the part of 
Dr. Pangloss In "The Heir at Law," and 
of repeating 'with great gusto amid the 
intense amusement of tho audience, the 
by no means unfamiliar lines: 

"While upon my merits I lay no stress, 
I am an LL.D. and an A double S." 

"The beautiful deep purple tropical 
flower the Bongaihevillea! does magni- 
ficently in Honolulu, it is a native of 
New Caledonia, nnd was brought to 
Europe by the French admiral, M. Bou- 
galnevlllc. I arrived in this country 
on the S-S. Manuka on Wednesday 
last, and I leave for Europe and Egypt 
next week. My tour will probably last 
for a couple of years."

Some sixty barrels of solution of 
ilrne applied by means of tho ancient 
■but still effective lire engine, the "De- 
luge," was the treatment given tho 
long discussed "dump" on the James 
Day flats last week, when the pro- 
cess of disinfecting the many years' 
accumulation of garbage was under- 
taken by the city following tho 
lengthy negotiations between tho 
iiuiniidpal authorities and the provin- 
cial board of health. The work, which 
was done under the supervision of Dr. 
■Pagan, secretary of the provincial 
board, was accomplished to his satis- 
faction, and it is probable that the 
spot which has been a bone of con- 
tention for the past two years will 
not again occupy in the same connec- 
tion a prominent position in municipal 
affairs. 

Four men were employed for as 
many days giving the whole locality 
a thorough treatment with the disin- 
fectant and when the operation was 
over the ground looked as if it had 
been treated to a liberal covering of 
snow. Holes were bored everywhere 
over tlio surface of the dump and tho 
lime solution forced Into the ground 
by the engine. In tills manner the 
top two or three feet of the ground 
were thoroughly saturated. The little 
engine did its work most satisfac 
torlly, in fact tho pressure was so 
great that the workmen holding the 
nozzle were soaked with the solution 
as the force of tho stream drove the 
mixture into tho ground and sprayed 
It back. Now that this work has been 
accomplished it is probable that the 
grounds will be properly levelled and 
seeded and what was once a festering 
mass of garbage will be made into 
beauty spot.

There Is trouble among- the Indians 
at Salmon Arm, just beyond Kamloops 
which if not promptly and discreetly 
dealt with may prove extremely seri- 
ous. According to last accounts there 
are a hundred Indians threatening to 
go on the war path 

It would appear, from telegrams re 
celved at the attorney-general's de 
partment, that on Wednesday two 
Indian chiefs were summoned by the 
Dominion government officials for 
setting fish traps in tho Salmon river. 
They were convicted and sentenced to 
pay a fine of $l> each, or In default, 
eight days In Jail. ' 

Apparently tho chiefs declined to 
pay tho fine, and were sent to jail, for 
the telegram received by the attorney- 
general states that they were taken 
from the custody of the municipal con- 
stable by a band of fifty Indians in a 
high state of indignation. News of 
this was wired to Attorney-General 
Bowser on Wednesday night, and he 
immediately sent orders to Chief Con- 
stable Fernie at Karnloops to proceed 
to the spot. Yesterday bo received a 
wire from the constable to the effect 
that there were a hundred Indians 
there In a very excited and threaten- 
ing state of mind, and that they re- 
fused to give up the chiefs. 

It was evident at once that the men 
must be given up, though Mr. Bowser 
feels reluctant to adopt forcible meas- 
ures if more peaceful ones have a 
chance of prevailing. Accordingly 
last evening P. S. Hussey, superin- 
tendent of provincial police, was sent 
to Salmon Arm, to take charge of the 
situation. Tho exact steps to he 
adopted have been left largely to Mr. 
Hussey's discretion, but his general 
instructions are to get the two chiefs 
who were taken from tlio custody of 
the law. Ho Is to got them by peace- 
ful and diplomatic methods if possible, 
but in any event ho must get them. 

The Indians of tho Interior have been 
in a somewhat discontented condition 
of late years, largely through tho In- 
strumentality of Chief Joe Capllano, 
who has becn teaching his compatri- 
ots that they have not been treated 
fairly by the government. Tlio lack 
of results from his fruitless trip to 
England to lay the grievances of his 
tribe before, tlio King, and the idea 
which has gained ground among the 
other Indians that he ia really playing 
for his own hand in the.~:e intrigues, 
■have caused Capllano to lose a great 
deal of. his prestige, but the seed has 
been sown and as a result of his agi- 
tations, those who know the. Indians 
best, say that there is now an under- 
current of unrest which has not hith- 
erto prevailed, and which makes the 
present situation more serious than it 
would otherwise be. 

The exact offense committed by the 
two chiefs who were arrested is not 
known here, but from I ho meagre In- 
formation in tho telegrams it is evi- 
dent thnt they committed some breach 
of the fisheries regulations, apparent- 
ly by installing some species of illegal 
trap, and if they get it into their 
heads that their fishing rights arc? go- 
ing to be taken away or seriously in- 
terfered with the situation may get 
much worso before it gets hotter. 

Everything depends on how the 
affair is handled, and If nothing in the 
nature of further violence occurs be- 
fore Superintendent Hussey gets on 
the scene, it is. most probable that with 
his wide experience and tact In hand- 
ling Indians that there will bo no il- 
legal acts. II", however, a chance word 
or a rash net should have precipitated 
matters before he arrives, or if tho 
Indians should have got hold of whis- 
key, it may take some time, and pos- 
sibly bloodshed, before the aborigines 
arc made thoroughly to understand 
that British law and Its officers are 
not to be meddled with with impunity.

' The bush fires, which have been 
blazing throughout different Island 
districts, and which have wrought tin 
destruction of much valuable timber 
were effectually cheeky by the rain 
of yesterday morning. This report was 
brought Le Victoria by passengers who 
came in from Nanaimp and way points 
on the noon train. 

It is stuted that, owing to the ex- 
ceptional length of the dry season, the 
conflagrations have don more damage 
than Is usually the case. While th 
service of the 13. & N. has not been 
seriously Interfered with, it has been 
necessary for the section men to keep 
a close lookout and, from what cun 
be gathered, they have more than once 
had to fight the flames back to avoid 
tho burning out of the line. However, 
as a result of being constantly on the 
alert, this was prevented and tho dally 
service was maintained throughout 
without interruption. 

Although it is impossible to secure 
data on which to base an estimate of 
the loss an arrival from Cowichan yes- 
terday reported that, not only was 
a largo section i a the vicinity of the 
lake of tlsat name completely devas- 
tated but a resident of Duncan, who 
had spent months collecting hundreds 
of cords of wood, had the results of 
his labor swept away in one night. The 
same thing had occurred at other 
places, though It was not believed that 
tho loss of property by any individual 
was greater than that' in . tho instance 
cited. , 

However, all those living along the 
east coast appear to be of the opinion 
that the fires are nt an end. They state 
that the first check came in connec 
tion with the recent thunder and elec 
trie storm which was followed by a 
heavy rain. Still that had not put them 
out entirely and- everybody feared that 
they would rekindle, with a continu- 
ance of the dry, .'weather, and do more 
damage. But th«», showers of yester- 
day,; they say,, were! effectual and, con- 
sequently farmers, . timbermen, and 
others directly interested are once 
more breathing freely.

HERE AND THERE 

There are two things that strike the 
reader who attempts to study the 
movement for woman's suffrage which 
is so strong a force in England today. 
The first is the persistence, the bold r 
ness and the strangely unbecoming' ag- 
gressiveness of its advocates. It is difr 
tleu.lt for the ordinary woman to resist 
a feeling of resentment and repulsion 
when she reads the accounts of the do- 
ings of the women, who to forward 
their cause. Interrupt public meetings, 
form processions, speak ac the market 
corners and commit many other 
breaches, not only of accepted con- 
ventions but even of the laws of.; the 
land. 

The second Is the very great degree 
of political ipoVver which the' women of 
Great Britain already possess, They 
have had the municipal vote for thirty- 
seven years. They are eligible for 
poor law' guardian*.' llioy ihay act as 
parish or district councillors and re- 
cently they have been made -' eligible 
as county and borough councillors. 
These powers are exercised by many 
English women who have the ability 
and the time to devote to the duties of 
public office. On the other hand, there 
are many who have the right to take 
part in local government who will not 
exercise the prlvl] sc. 



The agitation for the franchise is 
not a new thing in England, though 
in the 1 
fur mon 

than those of our own day. Twenty 
years ago, the advance o( their cause 
alarmed the women of the old school 
and in June 1899, the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury issued an appeal against female 
suffrage, which was signed by the 
wives of many men eminent In litera- 
ture, philosophy and the church. It is 
perhaps significant that in the carte of 
the names published . in Mrs. Hum- 
phrey Ward's article it is those of the 



majority of cases are debarred by their 
mere sex from that practical political 
experience, which is at least always 
open to men — could any. proceeding 1)0 
more dangerous, , more, unreasonable? 
The women who ask it — able, honora- 
ble, noble women though they be — are 
not surely true patriots, in -so far as 
they ask it. There is a greatness In 
self-restraint as well as in self-asser- 
tion; and to embarrass the dlliicult 
work of men, In matters where men's 
experience alone provides the mater- 
ials for judgment, is not to help wo- 
men. On the contrary, we are mothers, 
wives and sisters of men, and we know 
that our Interests aro bound Up with 
tile best interests of men, and that to 
claim to do their work. as well as our 
own is to injure both?" > 

Whatever may eventually be the Is- 
sue of this struggle there is no doubt 
that 'Mrs. Ward 'and those who are 
working with her are doing women 
good service In warning them against 
tlje evils of . a .-.conflict between the 
sexes and In showing thorn that they 
should hesitate long before assuming 
additional responsibilities. "Hasten 
slowly" would he a . good motto for 
women suffragists everywhere.

■Methods in- Housework. 

In theso days of incapable maids a 
great; many? educated women -do their 
own work.' '' And doing one's own work 
teaches a clever woman many things. 
In the first place, to do good work you 
need good tools. Never economize in 
pots and pans and saucepans. It is a 
poor housekeeper who lias not enough 
saucepans to go round and who has 
hastily to wash the saucepan in which 
the soup was heated to make the pud- 
ding sauce in. It is very poor econ- 
omy to stint yourself In proper utensils. 

Then all work should be done In a 
systematic manner — a time for every- 
thing and everything in Its appointed 
time. One young housekeeper who Is 
forced from a reduced family Income 
to do her own work gives this as her 
plan: First tiling in the morning she 
sweeps the steps and sidewalk, and 
polishes what brass there may be. 
She also dusts the outside of the door, 
as It accumulates a gray coat every- 
day. Then she prepares the simple 
family breakfast; after breakfast the 
dishes are piled up by the sink ready to 
be washed. While the water is heating 
on the gas stove she runs the sweeper 
over the rooms and dusts. By that 
time the water Is hot, and the dishes 
are washed and put away. The next 
thing to do is to hake the beds, which 
have had a thorough airing. Then 
about 11 o'clock she Is through her 
morning's work. Arrange your pro- 
gramme as you wish, but have a defi- 
nite and systematic arrangement 
Know just what you are going to do 
so that time is not lost by thinking 
"What next," 

If women ran their houses as a good 
office is run there would be less grum- 
bling about work. It is an excellent 
thing to read the suggestions that are 
offered In many magazines from other 
women. Methods and ideas of practi- 
cal home-makers are of the utmost 
Value. Keep a serapbook. or, better 
still, a lettered index file. Cut out 
anything in magazine and paper that 
may be of use to you, and have It 
where you can put your hand on It 
when you want it. — Montreal Stur.

Mrs. .Ward freely grants .the value 
to the nation of the public services of 
women and regrets that more of her 
own sex do not engage In work for' the 
good of others. She says that the need 
lor women school managers is urgent 
and that in the Cripple schools work- 
ers among delicate and helpless chil- 
dren are not easy to obtain. "Mean- 
while." she says, "good brains and 
.skilled hand- are being diverted from 
women's real tasks to this barren agi- 
tation for equal rights with men! In 
men's own Hold, this sex rivalry, which 
has too often masqueraded as reform."

She stutes that in many of the law 
which have been made 
during the last few years for the re- 
form of evils or the betterment of 
conditions among women and children, 
the advice of women was sought and 
acted upon by the legislators of Eng- 
land. Many of us may think that this 
proves too much, if the counsel and 
assistance of women, voluntarily given 
Is so valuable why should she' not be 
entrusted with the duty of helping to 
shape the laws of the country In the 
well-being of which women have at 
least as great an interest as men'.' To 
tills question Mrs. Ward has an ans- 
wer ready. 

"As to the reasons for the light, we are 
probably all pretty much agreed in 
this room. Women are 'not undevelop- 
ed men, but diverse,' and the more 
complex the development of any state, 
the more diverse. Difference, not in- 
feriority — it Is on that we take our 
stand, The modem state depends fur 
its very, existence, and no juggling with 
the facts can get rid of tile truth — 
on the physical force of men, com- 
bined with the trained and specialized 
knowledge which men alone are able 
to get, because women, on whom the 
child-bearing and child-rearing of the 
world rest have no time and no oppor- 
tunity to get It. The difference in these 
respects between even the educated 
man and the educated woman — excep- 
tions apart — is evident to us all. Speak- 
ing generally, the man's mere daily 
life us brea,l v.-!r>ner, as merchant, en- 
gineer, official, or manufacturer, gives 
him a practical training that is not 
open to the woman. The pursuit of 
advanced science, the constantly devel- 
oping applications of science to in- 
dustry and life, the "great system of 
the world's commerce and finance, the; 
fundamental activities of railways and 
shipping, the hard physical drudgery, 
in fact, of the world, day by day^not 
to speak of naval and military affairs, 
and of that diplomacy which protects 
uu and' our children -from war — these 
are mule, conceived and executed by 
men. The work of Parliament turns 
upon them, assumes them - at every 
turn. That so many Ignorant male 
voters have to be called into the na- 
tion's councils upon theory, Is the pen- 
alty we pay for what on the whole are 
the great goods of the democracy, But 
this Ignorance — vote Is large enough In 
all conscience, when one considers tho 
risks of the modern state; and to add 
to It j'et another, where the Ignorance

Southern Pound Cake. 

No cook yet discovered can outdo 
(ho Virginian in the way ot making 
I pound cake. The following recipe 
1 comes from that section of tho cuun- 
j try, and hi warranted to succeed If 
j faithfully followed: Heat one pound of 
butler and one pound of powdered su- 
■ gar together until they form a cream. 
Separate the whites from the yolks of 
one dozen eggs. Whisk the whites to 
a stiff froth and heat the yolks until 
thick. 

Beat the whiles Into the creamed 
butter and sugar, then add the yolka 
and stir all thoroughly together. Sift 
the Hour and put in lightly, • little by 
little, stirring only enough to mix 
smoothly, four into pans lined with 
battered paper and bake in a moderate 
oven for one hour and a quarter. 
Take care not to stir or to shake the 
pan until the cake Is. well set. This 
is genuine pound cake, which is always 
unflavored, hut, If. preferred,, the juice 
and grated rind of a lemon may I be 
added. „ 



Cleaning Clothes 

My. husband get's his. clothes very 
dirty. I clean them myself, and sftive 
quite a. good bit In a year. 

BruslV well, turning all the pocket.-;. 
Make' a good suds of strong soap and 
water, to which a tabiesrpobnful of'am- 
nionla Is added. Put the trousers Into 
this and souse them up and down. 
Then, laying them on' a board, scrub 
well with a stout (fiber) scrubbing 
brush. Rinse In two or three waters 
If they are Very dirty. The first water 
should be of soap and ammonia smlH. 

Sponge the coat and vests faithfully 
with suds and ammonia, 

Your irons should he very hot and 
tis heavy as you can get them. Cover 
the garments with a damp cloth, and 
„nress hard, using all the strength you 




can muster. Put a rolllng-pin under 
the top of the fcleeves where they aro 
paddec. When the trousers are dry, 
lay the same together and press 
through a damp cloth with a hot iron. 
When it has oeen presseu, hang tho 
suit up to dry where it is warm, put- 
ling tae coat on a 'hanger to keep the 
snupe of the shoulders. 

Overalls need no rubbing, and white 
ones will be of a good color, if put over 
the fire in a pall of cold water. Pirst, 
shred soap into a saucepan of water 
and boil until dissolved. Add a tablo- 
spuonfui of ammonia, and pour over 
the clothes. Keep pounding the clothes 
with a heavy stlcic as they boll. Do 
this in two soapy and one clear waters, 
and rinse once. The pounding (or 
poking) is Important. 

I used to faint two or three times 
in doing my washing for the Week, but 
by doing it hi this way I- have no 
trouble, and am only moderately tired: 

l J ut warm water in the tub — not too 
much.' Wash first the tablecloths, then 
the bedcloths. Another water for 
towels and rough pieces, and, last of 
all, fine underwear. Rinse in a pull of 
warm water, changing often, and blue. 
The warm water takes all the soap out 
and makes them white, without boil- 
ing, if the water be changed often 
enough. By doing the heavy pieces 
first, while ono is fresh, If one is too 
tired to undertake tho fine articles 
they may bo quickly, done next clay. 
After a while the whole wash may be 
done In a couple of hours. — Ex.

■'■ At a recent meeting of the Vancouver 
Rugby Union, it was decided that the 
Victoria club should bo .given four 
games with the Terminal City fifteen 
apart from the matches which arc us- 
ually played "for the McKechnle cup. 
The trophy at stake In the series that 
has been opened to the Capitals by the 
mainland organization, is known as the 
Miller cup and, next to that symbolic 
of British Columbia's championship, Is 
the most coveted honor within the 
reach of provincial teams. 

The announcement that Victoria 
would be admitted to the league, while 
it has not been officially received by 
Manager Moresby or other local offi- 
cials, Is contained in the Vancouver 
press, and is accepted as being correct. 
It is stated, as well, that the California 
University team which would make a 
tour through the Pacillc northwest 
during the -season, would come to this 
city providing the Victoria club mem- 
bers were desirous of giving the visit- 
ors a game and of entertaining them. 
Only Too Delighted. 

Discussing this question yesterday, 
Manager Moresby expressed the opin- 
ion that the home team would be only 
too delighted to receive the Americans. 
In view of the fact rhat that it was 
assured that there was more that the 
British Columbia championship con- 
tests to look forward to he thought it 
more than ever important that ho time 
should be lost In organizing the homo 
liftecn and endeavor to get them out 
for practice at an early date. He point- 
ed out that to (ill four dates with Van- 
couver, several with California, play 
the usual games of the McKechnle cup 
series, as well as 1111 other chance en- 
gagements was a programme that 
would keep the team busy pretty well 
throughout the winter. The prospects, 
he believed, were brighter than ever 
before, as, with such a splendid outlook 
lor continued sport, there should bo no 
trouble In enthusing the adherents of 
the game to such an extent that they 
would turn out in large numbers In the 
effort to form a winning aggregation. 
Courteous Treatment. 

Manager Moresby drew special at- 
tention to the exceedingly courteous 
manner in which Victoria had been 
treated by Vancouver. He explained 
that, whatever might be said of the 
dilatorlness of the local officials, there 
was no doubt that the season's pro- 
mised events were mainly due to the 
forethought and energy of tho Vancou- 
ver club. And ho was of tho opinion 
that they should receive credit for tho 
voluntary manner in which they 'in- 
cluded this city In their arrangements. 
Certainly full advantage would be tak- 
en of the provisional dates they had 
so kindly thrown open to Victoria. 
The Arrangements. 

A full account of the meeting of tho 
Vancouver Rugby Union, at which tho 
winter's arrangements were made and 
the schedule drafted, is appended': 

"Four Eenlor teams will compote for 
the Miller cup In tho Vancouver Rugby 
Union this coming season, All ot last 
year's teams along with the Rowing 
club will be doing business, tho Mc- 
Gil! boys having decided at tho last 
moment to enter a team.

tion committee. The colors of the 
representative teams will be navy bluo 
jerseys with a white collar and blue 
stockings. i 

"Colonel Worsnop, president of the. 
union, offered to donate a shield for 
competition among the junior clubii. 
The offer was accepted and a vote of 
thanks tendered tho president. A 
junior series will be formed among the 
high schools of the province.

ASSOCIATION ADOPTED 
THE LEAGUE SYSTEM 

British Columbia Football Club 
Representatives Discuss 
Season's Series 



The annual meeting of the British 
Columbia Football association was hold 
in the Drill hall, New Westminster, on 
Tuesday evening, with President J. 
Adam, of Ladysmith, In the chair. 

The others present were Secretary 
Sanderson, Ladysmith, Messrs. W. Ellis, 
Hfepburn and Risk, Vancouver; Mr. Has- 
lam, New Westminster, and Mr. MoKin- 
nell, Nanaimo. 

Tho secretary-treasurer's report was 
as follows: 

Receipts ,.»I140.6(! 

Expenditures . 113.50 

Balance ■• 5 33.00 

Overpaid dues amounting to ?^.50 
were oruered refunded to the Island as- 
sociation. 

Tho president's report in part was as 
follows: 

Gentlemen — The most striking feat- 
uru in tho football season which ended 
last May was,,thu unprecedented strides 
the game made in the favor of the sport 
loving public. Not only was there more 
football played; but the play Itself was 
generally of a higher standard than had 
hitherto been seen upon the coast. 

Perhaps the great improvement in tho 
standard of play had a great deal to do 
with the Increased popularity of the 
game, and then to conclude the season 
we had the competition for the "Peo- 
ple's Shield." The officials responsible 
for the arrangements of the series of 
games for that trophy (of which I was 
one) did not seem to satisfy the clubs 
concerned, and least of all tho Van- 
couver City eleven. 

Now, however, that all the fighting 
and tumult have died 1 believe the com- 
petition will itself bo of Inestimable 
value to the game this season. The 
matches stirred up public excitement, 
popularized the game, and 1 believe, gen- 
tlemen, that this year's football will 
secure that hold on the public favor 
Which Is Its rightful heritage In Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

Another factor In football which will, 
I believe, go far to securely establish 
the game on the coast this season is tho 
"Pacific Coast Association Football 
League." 

Wo have to tlmnk .Mr. Will Ellis, to 
whoso untiring work on behalf of fool- 
ball it is impossible to give too much 
praise, and Mr. Con Jones, who is al- 
ways willing to lend his support to the 
promotion of good sport. We have, J 
say, to thank these gentlemen particu- 
larly for the establishment of the P. 
C. A. F. League. 

An now, gentlemen, I come to mat- 
ters more nearly touching the business 
of this meeting. 

I must first of all regret that during 
the past season an element of discord 
crept in between the Island and Main- 
land associations. Of course, some little 
jealousy Is always inevitable; but surely 
nothing to prevent harmonious relations 
between two sincere and honorable 
bodies of sportsmen. In the past seas- 
on wo had only one game played in the 
B.C. championship series and this game, 
between Nanaimo and the Thistles, was 
a fizzle. Now this waH not as It ought 
to have been and in my opinion It all 
sprang from the strange relations exist- 
ing between tho two associations. A 
powerful aid to. this state of things was 
and Is the Incompleteness and Inade- 
quacy of the constitution of both as- 
socintlons.. As a first step towards the 
realisation of this hotter feeling I would 
suggest that the protest -which was 
lodged against Nanaimo bo withdrawn. 
To go on with tho'ense now would only 
reopen old sores and raise now troubles; 
therefore I would like to see the pro- 
test withdrawn so we could begin the 
present season with harmonv and under 
very hnppy auspices,. I will conclude 
now and hope tho new by-laws will 
meet with all tho requirements. Sincere-

Mr. Risk moved that on Vnncouver 
Island, the teams play tho League sys- 
tem and that they he playing for the 
B.C. cup at the same time. Carried.

When the German steamer Ramses, 
of the Kosmos line, which has arrived 
in the Sound from Hamburg, via the 
west coast, was in the Nlcaragu'an port 
■of San Juan del Siiar, in July, Capt. 
Kohlcr found it necessary to make an 
appeal direct to President Zelaya be- 
fore he could get permission to dis- 
charge cargo, 

The reason was that the Ramses had 
come from Guayaquil, Ecuador, whero 
several cases of plague were raging. 
The steamer's bill of health, in con- 
sequence, was not as clean as the 
Nicaragua); authorities deemed neces- 
sary. 

Capt. -Kohlcr was thus placed in a 
difficult situation. It was necessary 
to land the cargo for San Juan del 
Suar or subject the vessel to delay 
and expense. To defy the authorities 
would have occasioned heavy fines. 
Consequently the muster determined to 
lay the matter beforo President Ze- 
laya, whom he had met last Novem- 
ber. At that time the executive of 
the Central America republic and tho 
German mariner became fast friends. 
President Zelaya called the captain his 
'Vmlgo" and the latter determined to 
test Zelaya's sincerity. 

Without delay Capt. Kohlcr tele- 
graphed the facts to the president. He 
explained how 'the port officials were 
holding up this cargo on a mere tech- 
nicality and he demonstrated that there 
was no danger of Infection, President 
Zelaya made good, on his protestations 
of "amigo" for he wired back instruc- 
tions to allow the Ramses to dis- 
charge. 

1 The manner in which Capt. Kohier 
reached friendly, even intimate terms, 
with three presidents of Central Am- 
erican republics, forms an interesting 
little tale, .whicli Capt. Kohier relates 
in excellent English. On the last voy- 
age of the Ramses out from Hamburg, 
the steamer did not come" to tho 
North Pacific, being 'sent back from 
Mazatlah, Mexico. While on the Cen- 
tral American coast in November, 1!)07, 
the vessel was- chartered by President 
Piguero, of Salvador, who conferred 
with the chief executive of Honduras 
ami Nicaragua. 

At Acajutla, Salvador. President 
Figuero boarded the Ramses and In 
almost regal style he traveled to Arri- 
tipara, Honduras, where President Ze- 
laya, of Nicaragua, and the executive 
of Honduras, got together. The three 
held a peace conference on board the 
Ramses at which they swore eternal 
friendship and pledged everlasting 
peace. They discussed ways and mentis 
for keeping down the ever active re- 
bel and the pipe of peace, figurative- 
ly speaking, was passed and the throe 
presidents smoked and gave their word 
of honor. It was a great day in! tho 
annals of these southern republics. 

As host to .this distinguished party, 
Onpt. Kohier did himself proud. Spen*- 
Inq Spanish fluently, he became well 
acquainted with the conferees who 
called him "amigo" and promised to 
show him any favor he might desire. 
After the international conference was 
over, (he Ramses steamed hack to 
Acajutla, whore President Figuero was 
safely landed. 

Tested His Friendship 

"President Zelaya was so outspoken 
In calling me his 'amigo,' " said Capt. 
Kohlor, "that I determined to test 
hint when I. needed his help. He was 
true, to his word and gave orders to 
let us discharge that cargo. It was 
a groat favor, for the port authorities 
were delaying us on nothing hut a 
technicality." 

Capt. Kohier states that there Is not 
much plague at Guayaquil. Tliere'are 
a few cases in the hospital, but the 
epidemic is being held well in hand 
and there Is no great danger. 

Whlie at San Francisco, whero she 
arrived 1 August 10, the Ramses was 
fumigated. However, the authorities 
did not give Capt. Kohier a certificate 
lo tli is effect and as a result the ves- 
sel was held at Port Townsend over 
Tuesday night while the captain's as- 
sertion that the vessel had complied 
with quarantine regulations was being 
confirmed by telegraph. 

Capt. Kohier is an old trader to the 
North Pacific, this being his fourth 
voyage to Puget sound in the Ramses. 
He was formerly master of the Ger- 
man steamer Tutmes, now running he- 
tween Hamburg and Colon, having 
been rech ristened Caledonia, in tile 
Totmes the master was In Seattle 
about six years ago. Capt. Kohier Is 
much In love with the North Pacific 
const and he Is contemplating retiring 
and making his home on Pii.rot sound. 

"This Is a fine country," ho said yes- 
terday. "If there over was a Garden 
of Eden it must liavp been on this 
const for in every respect it is a 
paradise." 

The Rarhses left Hamburg in April 
and called .-ct about thirty-six ports 
along the west coast. The passage 
was uneventful except for an un- 
usually heavy storm which struck I lie 
liner as soon as she entered the Pacific 
from tue Strait of Magellan. This had 
weather lasted five days. Tho Ram- 
ses rolled and pitched In a fearful sen. 
shipping great quantities- of water and 
sustaining minor damage about the 
deck. II jg not often that a storm 
continues so long even In the Inhos- 
pltahle South Pacific.

On the Naas and Skeena a few sock- 
eyes were being taken last week, nnd 
a fair run of cohoes was reported, 
while at Bella Coola, the cannery re- 
ported an exceptionally good run of 
that fish. . Tho sockoye pack at the 
Balmoral and Claxton emeries on tho 
Skeena Is reported to bo 23,000 cases 
each, nnd at Bella Coola 6,000 cases. 
The Vadso sailed north ngnln nt noon 
yesterday with a big cargo of general 
freight. 



The report published a few days 
ago suggesting that tho British ad- 
miralty had secured at least an option 
to purchase the three mysterious bat- 
tleships now building In British yards, 
ostensibly for the Brazilian govern- 
ment, is premature, but not necessar- 
ily incorrect, says the London Obser- 
ver. If the full Importance of these 
three ships were realized, and If the 
full details of their construction were 
known to "naval experts" theru would 
bo a general demand that they should 
bo scoured for the British navy; for 
It is no exaggeration to say that they 
will give to the navy into which they 
are commissioned . an Increase of 
strength which Is not to bo measured 
merely by the number of units, or even 
by .tonnage, or by tonnage, speed and 
armament combined. They repre- 
sent the last word In battleship con- 
struction. They are as fast as the 
"Dreadnaughta" and more powerful 
than even tho latest of that famous 
type. They eacli carry twelve 12-in. 
guns, as against the Dreadnought's 
ten, but the superiority is much great- 
er than Is expressed by the figures 12 
to 10. for the guns of the Brazilian 
leviathans ai;e so arranged that ten of 
the twelve can bo trained on one ob- 
ject simultaneously, broadsido firing 
and eight tiring either fore or aft. 
With the Dreadnought only eight of 
the ten 12-in. guns can be used ns a 
broadside, and while eight can. he lircd 
astern simultaneously, only six can be 
directed ahead at the sume time. All 
the Information officially vouchsafed 
Is simply this: "Battleship Minas 
Gerties, constructed by Messrs. Arm- 
strong at Elswlek yard for the Bra- 
zilian government. Armament, twelve 
12-in. guns; twenty-two 4.7-ln. ; 19,250 
tons; 21 knoU, Designed by J. R. Per- 
rett, Esq." But if compared with any 
of the latest naval monsters, of which 
full particulars are known, tho su- 
periority of the Minas Geraes — which 
is one of the three famous Brazilians 
— becomes at once apparent, She is 
obviously the most powerful warship 
in the world, and, In addition, one of 
the most beautiful shipj, from a naval 
architect's point of view, in existence. 
Her linos are as graceful and as. per- 
fect as those of a steam yacht. She 
dres not look "top heavy" like so many 
cf the naval monsters. 

Why — it may be asked — is a Brit- 
ish, firm able to build better battle- 
ships for a foreign power than for 
our own navy, to the plans of a Brit- 
ish designer? The answer, Is that in 
building for a foreign government the 
constructors are not hampered .by so 
many official restrictions as when they 
are carrying out an order for the Brit- 
ish admiralty. It is for this reason 
that the Minas Geraes, now at Els- 
wick, the Sao Paulo and tho Rio de 
Janeiro under construction, one at 
Barrow and the other on the Clyde, 
possess many improvements that have 
not yet found their way Into the de- 
signs of the British Dreadnoughts. 
The matter of the armament is tho 
most Important. The twelvo 12-in. 
guns are arranged as follows: Two 
in the , forward turret, but slightly 
raised above tho deck; two behind and 
above there, but in an entirely separ- 
ate turret, acting independently nnd 
not superimposed, as In the American 
design. These four can 1\tr at any 
angle in an arc of 180 degrees within 
the limits of Its elevation— that is to 
say, both broadsides or ahead, and at 
any point In between. Pour are placed 
aft In two turrets in an exactly sim- 
ilar manner. Two are at the port side 
amidships and two at the starboard 
side somewhat further aft. Those four 
aro placed hi a turret of new design, 
and with tho deck structures behind 
thorn cut away In order to allow them 
to swing round through an arc of 180 
degrees. They can thus lire ahead or 
astern or on their own broadside. 
This — avoiding all unnecessary techni- 
calities — is the distinguishing feature 
of the heavy armament of tho Brazil- 
ians, and it Is an arrangement which 
gives tltem a great superiority over 
the lar«'°t Dreadnoughts. 

What, then, is the position as re- 
gards tho ultimate ownership of these 
mai-vclous warships? There is no 
doubt that they wero ordered, design- 
ed and constructed for the Brazilian 
government. Brazilian naval officers 
and engineers have been watching the 
progress of tho work since the start. 
They are much further forward than 
most people suspect. As a matter of 
fact all three can bo completed In u 
few months from now. Pictures have 
been painted for presentation to vari- 
ous bfllcials, showing each of the ships 
as she will appear when afloat and In 
commission, and in each case, It Is 
worthy of note, tho background shows 
parts of the Brazilian coast. The 
building has been carried on with ex- 
traordinary secrecy and circumspec- 
tion. None but those Brazilian offi- 
cers and tho British officials concern- 
ed have been allowed to see the oper- 
ations or any of tho plans. Officials 
to whom any of the drawings have 
boon entrusted have been placed un- 
der solemn pledges to keep them se- 
cret from oven their most Intimate 
friends and to Keal them up every 
night and sleep with -them in tholr 
possession. No photographs or draw- 
ings are in existence, except those in 
the hands of trusted officials. The 
one exception to this is If. R. H. the' 
Prince of Wales, who has made an 
Inspection of tho Minas Geraes, nnd 
has added to his picture album a paint- 
ing of the battleship as she will ap- 
pear when completed. This fact Is 
significant when the Prince's connec- 
tion with the navy Is remembered. 

Tho whole significance of tho fore- 
going lies in tho fact that tho naval 
struggle of tho future will be between 
the 20,000 ton battleship, as predicted 
by Colonel Cunibortl In the striking 
article In "Fighting Ships," which wo 
quoted Inst week. These three "mys- 
terious monsters" referred to by Mr. 
Jans In, his annual compendium of 
tho world's navies no "buildlns — con- 
structors reftiso details" do, in point 
of fact, realizo in a practical way the 
Idonl battleship outlined by tho groat 
Italian' expert Cunibortl.

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BOARD AND COUNCIL 
APPEAL TO COURTS 

Vancouver Wrangle Over Ori 
: entai Pupils Leading to 
Litigation 



Vancouver, Aug. 27.— The Oriental 
children in tho city schools arc re- 
sponsible for a situation which is 
unique; for the school board and tlio 
city council will appeal to the courts 
us tlio result of the action of the 
council in refusing to jmy the salary 
ol B. Barnes, the teacher in charge of 
the Oriental class. • The council will 
he the defendants of ari action brought 
on behalf of the acliool board and until 
it Is settled Mr. Barnes must go with- 
out his salary or the Asiatics without 
a. teacher. 

Tho an ti- Asiatic section of tho com- 
munity last year _imi.de a strong pro- 
test against Asiatics being- allowed In 
the same classes as white children, and 
to allay this feeling tho school board 
segregated the Orientals and formed 
them into a separate class with Mr, 
Barnes in charge. 

At the beginning of the year the 
school board estimates were submitted 
to the city council and were held back 
for various reasons, At last Jlon- 
day's meeting of the council definite 
action was taken by the aldermen in 
refusing to pass the Item for tho sal- 
ary of Mr. Barnes. This step was a 
protest against Asiatics over the school 
age being educated at the expense of 
the city, for tlio council claims that the- 
majority of the pupils in the Oriental 
class are over sixteen. Until the line 
is drawn at that age the council de- 
clared it would not pay the teacher's 
salary. 

When tlio school trustees met last 
night Trustee McLennan tool; the mat- 
ter up and said that the council had 



favorably regarded, but boforo taking 
action it was resolved to instruct tho 
secretary to write to the board of edu- 
cation In Victoria and usk whether tho 
board hud a right to use school funds 
for tills purpose. 

At a later stugo Trustee Dulco moved 
the following resolution: 

"The board of school trustees wish 
to bring to the notice of tiio city coun- 
cil in tho most emphatic manner thu 
fact that In the city tax notices tho 
approximate sum of $80,000, contribut- 
ed by the provincial government for 
the support of the city schools, Is not 
credited to tho schools, but to tho 
genera! revenue of the city, and that 
as these tax notices purport to show 
the respective cost to the taxpayers of 
our schools and of the city manage- 
ment, such figures as arc shown on 
the tax notices can only have been so 
used with the intention of misleading 
tho citizens and throwing discredit on 
the acliriinlstratloiii of the schooV trus- 
tees. 

"Tlio cost to the taxpayers of the 
schools for this year being only 
$164,3.00, instead of 121 1.300, as shown 
tax notice, and the cost of city ad- 
ministration as shown on tax notices 
being $485,000, Is actually about. $505,- 
000. 

"Attention was called to this matter 
two years ago and the trustees re- 
gret that, it is necessary to again call 
tho attention of the city council to 
this matter." 

Chairman Jiope said such statements 
were certainly misleading to the pub- 
lic. The board agreed with him and 
the resolution passed. 

Trustee McLennan called attention 
to tile recent high school examinations. 
Be said that tlio board must be dis- 
appointed with tlio result. They were 
supposed In Vancouver to have the 
best teachers in the province, and yet 
other schools in the province came out 
away ahead of them. If the fault lay 
witli the bourd, the high school, the 
teachers or any one else, they should 
know it. The city superintendent 
could not be expected to be respon- 
sible for the work of all. the teachers.

Mrs. Genevieve Montgomery, tho 
only eye-witness- of the tragedy, was 
the chief witness at the inquest, ami 
told her story In a very clear and con- 
cise manner, Most of it has already 
been printed before. She said tho de- 
ceased had told her that tho accused 
had come to tho house before 12 
o'clock on Monday morning and had 
told her lie wus going to pay her for 
two meals that he had had the day 
previous. She said that he acted as 
if lie was drunk and sho did not want 
him in the house, and would not lot 
him In. Be camo back } n the after- j 
noon about 2 o'clock and it was then 
that the murder was committed. Wit- 
ness saw him standing over the body 
of the deceased in the hall, and cried 
"Please, don't kill the woman." Ac- 
cused then said, "i told her 1 would 
kill her and I mean it and I will kill 
you also." Mrs. Montgomery then 
rushed into her room, locked the door, 
Jumped out of the window and ran 
down to a stable and telephoned for 
the police. 

Drs. McTnvlsh and Gillies, who held 
-the postmortem, also gave evidence, 
and the latter was of the opinion that 
death had ensued from the wounds in 
the neck, and had taken place very 
shortly after the assault. The wind- 
pipe was completely cut across, all of 
the vital structures were also cut. nnd 
the head was almost severed. 

Detective David Scott said that he 
arrived at the house shortly after the 
police had been notified of the tragedy, 
and found the woman lying quite dead 
in a pool of blood in the hall.

SHOOTING OF THOMET 

Bandits Supposed to Have Been Ac- 
tuated By Vengeful Feelings— 
Ono Was Wounded 



Phoenix, Aug. 117. — -Details have been 
received of tho Bold - up et Midway, 
whou Charles L. Thomet, vf tho Mid- 
way hotel, was shot and killed by high- 
waymen. Two masked men entered 
tho hotel at 1) o'clock, and at the point 
of a gun four men, including Thomet, 
woru told to throw up their hands, 
Thomot belntf behind tho bar, put his 
hand on a revolver and opened lire 
with three shots on tho Intruders, 
wounding one. Tho ■strangers retaliat- 
ed with an equal number of Hhots, 
Thomot recolvlng a bullet In tho shoul- 
der and ono in tho abdomen, after 
which ho staggered through a side door 
into a room. Tho dusperadoes got Into 
the room througli another entrance and 
shot three more bullets Into tlio body 
of the dying man. Then they made 
their escape in tho diroctlon of Ferry, 
Wash., but from blood found on differ- 
ent parts of the lloor, ono of them Is 
thought to bo seriously Wounded. Throe 
other men besides Thomet, including 
the local banker, wore in tho bar at 
tho time, but no attack was mailu on 
them, and the till wus left untouched. 
Bloodhounds are being brought from 
Spokane to trace the criminals. 

Thomet was one of the foremost 
marksmen in the country, and up till 
two years ago had been a provincial 
constable. He is thought to have be- 
come a victim of the highwaymen as 
a result of having recognized them 
when they held up Crowell's hotel at 
Midway a few days ago. Ho kept 
himself fully armed, and openly defied 
trouble.

Encouragement was found In the be- 
lief that no more untoward Incidents 
are likely to result from the early 
week's excitement. An excellent Im- 
pression was created by the e'aso with 
which the new Atchison $17,000,000 
bond issue was marketed, and by the. 
generally better demand for high clusa 
bonds. 

In speculative circles a more hope- 
ful view of market conditions seemed 
to bs taken. Trading in tho first hour 
was almost as large as during the en- 
tire first day, and such adverse fac- 
tors as the flood damages In the 
south and numerous unfavorable rail- 
road returns seemed to call for scant 
attention. 

For the month of July 55 railroads 
reported a decrease of 1G.57 per cent, 
in gross earnings. For the second 
week of this month returns from

COLONIES TAKE MUCH 
OLD COUNTRY CAPITAL 

Absorb Over Three Hundred 
and Fifty Millions in the 
Past Year 



Not only foreign exchange circles, hut 
financial people in general will bo Inter- 
ested to learn that during the last 12 
months Croat Britain supplied $350,000,- 
000 capital to India, the colonies and 
foreign countries.. Interest and divi- 
dends on this money will have to be 
paid and this, operation has an Import- 
ant hearing oh exchange and the move- 
ment of merchandise. Commenting on 
this, the London statist says: "Never 
befprq have we supplied SO much capi- 
tal for railway construction in those 
countries InVwhlcH we are specially in- 
terested than we have done 'recently. In 
the past twelve months Great Hrltuln 
has supplied 110 less than £51,000,000 of 
capital to Indian, Colonial, and foreign 
railways, and, including the capital 
raised for railway construction by Gov- 
ernment loans, the total amounts to 
nearly £70,000,000. In the previous 12 
months we supplied other countries with 
some £40,000,000 of capital for railway 
construction, directly and indirectly, and 
we shall probably supply additional 
large amounts in the next two or three 
years. This expenditure of capital upon 
railways will greatly Increase the pro- 
duction of food and will provide the ad- 
ditional supplies of foodstuffs which the 
world now so urgently needs. Our in- 
vestments of capita' will cause other 
countries to send foodstuffs to us In 
Increasing quantities f or interest and 
will give them the power of exchanging 
additional amounts of their produce for 
the manufactures of this country. 

Thus nature is settling tho more 
urgent question of adequate supplies of 
food In the current year by a more dis- 
criminating distribution of rain, and wo 
ourselves are making the necessary pro- 
vision for the more distant future by 
constructing railways in those lands 
from which we draw the greater por- 
tion of our food supplies. Thus, so far 
as the future prosperity of our trade 
Is governed by an adequate supply of 
food throughout the world — a factor of 
supreme Importance — the reaction in 
our trade can only be of 11 temporary 
character.
